Professionally  he  can  develop  into  an  epi- 
demiologist or  an  authority  on  communicable 
diseases  of  animals. 


Administratively  hecan  develop  into  a mana- 
ger through  training  in  personnel  administra- 
tion, public  relations,  communications,  bud- 
gets, public  speaking,  procurement,  and  pro- 
gram direction.
